I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Report  for  the 
Year  1948  on  the  Health  of  the  Urban  District, 


During  the  year  the  Ha.tionad.  Health  Service  Act  and 
the  National  Assistance  net  came  into  force,  and  v/e  look 
forv/ard  to  the  profound  influence  which  these  acts  must 
have  on  health  services. 

The  ma.ternal  mortality  rate  was  nil;  the  infant 
mortality  rate  was  9;  this  seemingly  remarkable  reduction 
from  the  figure  of  74  in  the  previous  year  is  of  limited 
significance  since  in  small  groups  figures  fluctuate  in 
an  exaggerated  manner.  But  the  lov/  figures,  the  fant  that 
disea.ses  of  the  later  pant  of  life  are  the  major  conses 
of  dea.ths,  and  the  gencraJ.ly  lov/  figures  for  infectious 
diseases  broadly  indicate  a.  satisfa.ctory  state  of  the 
health  of  the  community. 

The  major  problem  v/hich  forms  the  ba.ckgro\md  to  all 
public  health  v/ork  is  that  of  housing.  It  must  be 
observed  that  in  pant,  the  housing  problem  is  duo  to  the 
higher  standards  demanded,  and  very  rightly  demanded 
nowadays.  Conditions  of  overcrov/ding  and  of  inferior 
housing  which  were  aLCcciDted  less  than  100  yeans  ago  are 
nov/  rejected.  The  Public  Ileal-th  Service  ha.s  in  the  past 
playc'l  its  part  in  helping  to  raise  standards,  and  has 
thus  oontributod  to  the  v'ory  problcsii  v/e  now  scci-:  to  solve. 
V/e  all  hope  t3'.a.t  circuiast cnees  will  allow’  of  centinued 
effv'iTvs  to  'Mro  the  present  del’fieultios.
